That's the sort of thing that is going on over ther re--day after 
day. What are you and I doing in war work, in conservation, in civilian de- 


fense, in buying more bonds, to compare with that? 


Customary living, customary work? To me it seems a mark of honor 
to lead in giving these up, in saying: "I will lead in working harder, in 
turning out more pieces per day, in saving and oinching that my tires and 
gas and food and clothing will go further, in buying more war bonds, in 
placing war production and the sl welfare far above personal ambitions 
and comforts." The man or woman who fails to take this attitude--and to act 
accordingly--is to me as much J as the draft dodger. To wait for | 
the Government or the employer or the foreman to drive us to faster work, to 
wait until a law forces us to buy less and forces us to conserve scarce ar- | 
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ticles, to wait until every one else buys more war bonds--these are the ways 
, y J y 
of a slacker, not of a true American. 


These are strong statements—-but I believe the time is Long past 
for bickering and selfish ambitions. Modern war is unbelievably violent and 
horrible. Loss of this war would be unspeakably catastrophic. We can win, 
but what is vital is the fact that we must win. Whether we win and how soon 
depends on what you and I do as individuals. 


Billions of!dollars are needed for the success of our war effort. 
It is estimated--and this is only an estimate based on tentative assumptions-- 
that the total Government expenditures in the fiscal year 1943 will be 73 
billion dollars. This 73 billion dollars includes 67 billions for war ex- 
penditures alone, It is further esti imated, based.on pending legislation, 
that tax receipts will be about 24 billion dollars. This leaves a balance 
of about 49 billion dollars to be borrowed by the Government in one fashion 
or another. One way of borrowing is through the sale of war bonds and stamps. 
It is hoped that the sales of war savings bonds and stamps will increase with 
each day, each week, and each month. Buy war bonds and stamps and make this 
hope a reality. Invest at least 10 per cent of your income regularly and be- 
come a member of the new 10 per cent War Bond Club. 
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Every individual who sets aside 10 per cent or more of his in- 
come toward the purchase of war b s is eligible to membership. If you 
are already investing 10 per cent of your income, apply to the War Bonds 
administrator of your city, county, or State for your 10 per cent Club 
button and sticker. If you are not yet buying bonds regularly with 10 
per cent of your income, request your employer to increase your pay roll 
deduction to 10 per cent. If your place of employment or business does 
not permit you the advantages of such a plan, arrange through your local 
bank, post ‚office, building and loan association, department store, or 

newspaper carrier for the purchase of bonds with at least 10 per cent of 
your weekly or monthly income. They all carry war savings stamps which 
can later be applied toward the purchase of a bond of any denomination you 


desire. Get your 10 per cent club button and sticker and wear and display 
them Seal as loyal, sincere, and patriotic Americans. 
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Through the purchase of war savings bonds you are not only lend- 
your money to the Government to wage a successful war; you are helping 
urself by investing your money ih the soundest security on earth. The 
a will be returned to you in full--with interest--almost 3 per cent if 
held to maturity. By investing your money in these war bonds, you help in 
our fight against inflation, for money that you would otherwise spend to 
purchase scarce consumer goods, you lend to your Government to build tanks, 
airplanes, ships, guns. Finally by purchasing war bonds now, you offset 
the possibility of deflation after the war, because you will have purchas- 
ing power after the war and by your purchases you will make possible in- 
creased production; in other words, will help peacetime production of 
goods and materials for which there will be need, and thus you will give 
work to many thousands at a time when war production will cease. 
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Yes, billions of dollars are needed to win this war, but what are 
billions compared to the freedom we're fighting for--our freedom and the 
freedom of those millions throtghout the world, who are hungry and beg for 
food, who are thirsty and reach out feebly for a glass of water, who are 
wounded and seek balm, who are depressed and plead for a word of encourage- 
ment, who scarcely breathe under the barbaric heel of the oppressor. Their 
enemy is our enemy. He must be beaten! 


Buy bonds. Buy more. Become a ten-percenter today. Help pre- 
serve our right to life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness.
